Negro Leaving South Because of Oppression 

T HE South regards the negro question as peculiarly its own,

but there seems to be no disposition to seek a solution 

through removal of the negroes to other sections of the 

country. Beeause negroes in large numbers have been at- 
tracted to Northern cities by the scarcity of common labor and the 
high wages paid, alarm has spread over the South, In Mississippi 
joint meetings of whites and negroes are to be held in every county 
seat in the state to diseuss the exodus and to devise plans to retain 
those laborers for Southern industry. In Memphis agents offering 
the negroes jobs in the North have been arrested. This rigorous 
method has been extended to negroes who went to employment 
ageneies to apply for work in the North. When the field hands and 
the other help are leaving the Southerners learn how much the pros- 
perity of the section depends on their presence, 

If the South has need of the full negro population it should 
make it advantageous to the members to remain amid environments 
with which they are familiar. Perhaps the negroes would be averse 
to leaving their old homes for strange surroundings and erowded 
conditions if they were treated more as men. There need be no in- 
discriminate mingling of the races but it might beyrofitable for the 
white planters to recognize that negroes are men like themselves 
exeept that their faces are darker in color and that the race has had 
less advantages than the whites. 

Perhaps it might help to give a negro a fair trial in a regularly 
organized court if he is charged with a crime. The faet that a black 
sktin is often considered evidence of guilt may not tend to hold 
negroes in the South. Of course any man, white or black, has the 
right to go where his services are sought and where he can better 
his condition. In seeking means of stopping the exodus now in 
progress the South must offer argument. Arresting a few agents or 
negroes who are temporarily idle because they are seeking jobs else- 
where will not stop the movement.Pittsburgh Gazette-Times,

duced and the establishment of a 
co-operative advertising fund to in- 
erease consumption are essential to 
the future success of the California 
deciduous industry was the declara- 
tion Tuesday afternoon of S. W. 
Cunningham, secretary of the South- 
ern California Canners’ Bureau, in 


an address before members of the! 


Ontario Chamber of Commerce and 
many ranchers of this section at a 
chamber forum luncheon meeting at 
the Hotpoint Club. 

The speaker declared that the 


peach and apricot growers of the) 


state are now facing a serious prob- 
lem and, while the facts set forth 
in his address held little promise of 


an immediately brilliant future, Mr. | 


Cunningham ventured the prediction 


that, with proper handling, the can-! 


ning industry would be more pros- 
perous at the end of ten years than 
it has éver been. 

The fact that in the past few years 
production has been vastly increas- 


ed without a commensurate increase | 


in quality and without and concerted 
effort being made to increase con- 
sumption of canned and dried decid- 
uous fruits is chiefly responsible for 
the fact that growers will receive 
comparatively low prices for their 
fruit this year. 

Mr. Cunningham gave it as his be- 
lief that a fund of $2,000,000 per year 
could be raised for advertising with- 
out it proving a hardship on any- 
one, and declared that such action 
would go a long way toward putting 
the industry on its feet. 

Curtailment of the European mar- 
ket for low. grade fruit generally 
and the fact that England  over- 
bought last year, also enter into the 
present lack of demand for anything 
but the highest quality fruit. Be-

The canner, according to Mr. Cun- | 
ningham, is quite as loathe to pay | 
the grower low prices as the grow- | 
er is to receive them, as he realizes | 
that the success of the canning in-!

Baseball produces more unusual sit- 
uations than any other sport, yet ev- 
ery now and then golf comes to the 
front with something out of the ordi- 
nary.

SOME ESSENTIALS OF 
SUCCESSFUL PITCHER 





Must Have Strength, Endurance 
and a Good Arm. 


CARL LUNDGREN, Baseball 
Coach, University of Illinois.) 


The pitcher should have more phy- 
sical ability than the average ball play- 
er. That is. he must have strength, 
endurance and a good arm. His work 
requires from an hour and a half to 
two hours of hard going, while if he 
lets down for a second the opposing 
batters will soon find him an easy vic- 
tim. Probably the most essential re- 
quirement of a pitcher is control, then 
comes speed, curve, change of pace. 

By control we .1ean the ability to 
pitch the ball at the spot that is de- 
sired at the time desired. 
ciding where the ball should” be 
pitched, it does not necessarily mean 
| the ability of the pitcher to get the 
ball over the plate, but rather the abil- 
ity to pitch to a batter’s weakness or 
away from the place where the batter 
hits the ball hard. 

The pitcher may not have a good 
curve ball or a good fast ball, but there 
are very few who cannot get control 
by hard work: and practice. In warm- 
ing up never throw the ball in a hap- 
hazard fashion, but each time with a 
defiifite idea of where you want the 
ball to go. 

The position of the pitcher in the 
box is very important. He should 
stand comfortably, with his body  re- 
laxed, and take plenty of time in sizing 
|

There are many different forms of 
winding up in starting the delivery. 
Whatever the style there should he no 
useless swinging of the arms that will 
serve to fire the pitcher out. In be- 
ginning the delivery start the body and 
arm forward together, bringing the arm 
with the ball as far as the shoulder, 
after which it is brought forward with 
a hard snap and push. The elbow 
should be bent only very slightly when 
coming over the shoulder, 

The body should follow well through 
us the all is being pitched, and the 
fielding position adopted at once. This 
enables the pitcher to start quickly for 
a hit ball which may come into his 
territory. 

One very common mistake that pitch- 
ers make is that they use their arm 
and not their body with the arm, in 
pitching. Absolute co-ordination be- 
tween the body and arm fs necessary 
if the greatest amount of effectiveness 
is to be reached. 

In pitching a fast ball, grip the ball 
with the first two fingers across the 
narrow part of the seam. This wilt 
give you a firm grip. Be careful not 
to crowd the ball too far down into the 
palm of the hand, but rather well out 
toward the end of the fingers. Then 
allow the ball to come off the end of 
the fingers with a hard snap of the 
wrist and fingers at the end of the 
arm motion, 

The curve ball is thrown with ex- 
actly the same arm motion as the fast 
ball, the only difference being in the 
wrist and finish of the arm motion at 
the end. The ball may be held with 
the first two fingers, the long finger 
being along the seam of the ball or 
both fingers across the seam of the 
ball. The first part of the arm motion 
is started the same as for the fast 
ball, but the finish’ differs in that a 
hard drive down across the breast is 
made with his arm, giving the wrist a 
quick snap that causes the ball to re- 
volve. ‘The axis of rotation of the ball 
should be perpendicular with the di- 
rection you want the ball to curve, Do 
not allow the ball to leave your hand 
too high over your shoulder, but rather 
drive down hard across the breast. To 
eurve well, a curve ball should break 
from the waist down,

The name “Armenia” has been used 
60 often that it is perhaps taken by 
many to be an actual state. But there 
is no such entity; the political unit, 
Armenia, has not existed for nearly 
1,300 years. 

Like Judea, Armenia fell long ago 
under alien sway; and like the Jews, 
though not so completely, the Armen- 
fans were scattered among all nations. 
Still, in spite of misfortune, the largest 
group of Armenians has managed to 
live on in their old home land, roughly 
between the Black and Caspian seas on 
the west and east, the Caucasus moun- 
tains on the north, and the headwaters 
of the Tigris and Euphrates rivers on 
the south and southwest. There, sur- 
rounded by people who have persecut- 
ed and oppressed them; divided politi- 
cally—long among Turkey anl Persia, 
and more recently among those two 
countries and Russia besides—they 
have remained Armenians in blood, 
culture and religion. 


Retaining their racial characteristics 
with such tenacity when the world at 
times seemed arrayed against them, it 
is little wonder that the Armenians 
have been called “the Jews of the 
East” and that it has even been sug- 
gested seriously that this people has 
sprung from the “ten lost tribes of Is- 
rael.” Persecution seems to have whet- 
ted the Armenian's Intellect, and made 
of him a natural trader. Whether in 
Constantinople or Shanghal, London or 
Buenos Aires, the Armenian competes 
successfully with native son or with 
Greek or Jew. 

American interest in the Armenians 
has always been heightened by the 
fact that they are Christians—that 
they make up an island of Christen- 
dom in the huge sea of Islam. Ar- 
menian Christians are different from 
those with whom either the Protestants 
or Roman Catholics of America are 
familiar. It 1s from the Armenian 
church, perhaps, that one may get the 
best reminder that Christianity, like all 
other world religions, came out of the

Not Like Western Christians. 

Christianity was adopted by the Ar 
menians early In the Fourth century, 
and their bishops were present at the 
Council of Nicea in 825, After the 
Council of Chaleedon in 451, however, 
the Armenians broke away from the 
more orthodox church to the west and 
established an independence that has 
been malotained, with only the brief- 
est breaks, until today. It has been 
said that when the pagan Armenian 
king Tiridates had been baptized and 
had made Christianity the offictal rell- 
gion, he ordered the pagan priests to 
become priests of the new falth. This 
they refused to do until assured that 
the sacrifices of animals, which fur- 
nished meat for thelr familles, would 
be continued, 

For a while such sacrifices actually 
were carried out in conjunction with 
the spiritual sacrifice of the eucharist, 
the animal victims being slaughtered 
before a crucifix {n the porch of the 
church, Later thts unison of the two 
vastly different forms of sacrifice was 
abandoned, but still animal sacrifices 
were made at other times. 

Armenian Christians differ less from 
Christians of the Greek church than 
from Western Christians, both Catho- 
lic and Protestant. Politics and a 
deep desire for independence, rather 
than tenacious adherence to tenets of 
faith, have been the chief causes, prob- 
ably, of their failure to merge with 
the Greek or Russian church, The 
principal points of faith which set the 
Armenians apart from Western Chris- 
tians are their belief In the single na- 
ture of Christ, thelr merging of the 
Christmas and baptismal feasts in 
January and their belief that Christ 
became divine only upon his baptism 
In the Jordan. 

After the capture of Constantinople 
the Turks amde separate millets of the 
Armenian Christians, Greek Christians 
and Jews, placing in the hands of a 
patriarch, selected by the sultan and 
resident in Constantinople, both the 
spiritual and political affairs of their 
people. The Armenian patriarch had 
representatives in every bishopric. 
Thus there was built up a system of 
mixed politics and religion, 

Subject to Other Nations, 

When the Armenians were first 
heard of about 1,000 years before 
Christ they were a distinct people, but 
from that time onward they were con- 
quered repeatedly by their stronger

neighbors: the Babylonians, the Medes| 
and Persians, the Seleucidae, the Ro- 
imans. From shortly after the begin- 
ning of the Christian era until 682, 
when the country fell to the Byzan- 
tines, was Armenia’s age of independ- 
ence. 


The apex of power and culture was; 
reached during the latter part of that! 
period. Then, as Viscount Bryce put 
it, with tragic suddenness “the devel- 
opment of the race was arrested just’ 
when their capacities were beginning, 
to bear fruit.” 


( 

Since that time the Armenians have 
really never had a chance, In 636 
they were conquered by the Arabs and 
ruled by governors appointed by the 
caliphs. They became part of the em- 
pire of the Seljuk Turks until it split 
up in 1157. They were raided and har- 
assed by the Asiatic nomads bound 
westward, finally by the devastating 
Timur-the-Lame. Their nobility had 
fled to Bysantium with the coming of 
the Arabs. After Timur many of the 
common people migrated to Cilicia. In 
the Sixteenth century the Osmanll 
Turks and the Persians shared the 
dominance of old Armenia. Then in 
1828 the Russians pushed south to take 
a hand in the division of the old Ar 
menian territory. In 1878 Russia mada 
her farthest southward advance, con- 
quering the Turkish-Armenian San 
jakg of Batum, Ardahan and Kars. 
Since then the Armenians have lived 
with varying fortunes under the three 
jurisdictions, those of Turkey, Persia 
and Russia. 

Much of the bloody suffering that 
has befallen the Armenians of Turkey 
during the past half century is as- 
cribed indirectly to Russia. The Ar- 
menians under Turkish rule had been 
impoverished and oppressed for a long 
time. Russian assumption of their 
champtonship, and her demands for re- 
forms incensed the Turks; and after 
the unprincipled Abdul Hamid II be- 
came sultan and realized that Russia 
was being checkmated by the “conceit 
of Europe” all restraint was removed 


Probably a Iniilion or more Armenians 
lost their lives in these horrible 
slaughters. Of these 600,000 were done 
to death, It {s estimated, duriug the 
World war. 


Independence Not Restored. 


For a brief period after the armis- 
tice the Armenians dreamed of a re- 
stored independence in their old home 
land. But the patriotic fervor which 
this dream aroused only served to 
draw down on their heads increased 
persecution from the Turks when the 
scheme fell through. Hundreds of 
thousands of refugees fled from Turk- 
ish Armenia to Russian Armenia and 
augmented there famine conditions 
which, in turn, took their toll of many 
thousands. It was under these condl- 
tions that American relief measures 
probably saved the lives of myriads. 


“What was recognized as Russian Ar- 
menia before the World war, the re- 
gion which served as the refuge of Ar- 
menians, has been markedly lessened 
in extent by a post-war treaty between 
the Turkish nationalists and soviet 
Russia, By this agreement, known as 
the Treaty of Kars, Turkey has had re- 
stored to her most of the areas con- 
quered by imperial Russia in 1878. The 
Sanjak of Batum fs practically inter- 
nationalized, while the Sanjaks of Ar- 
dahan and Kars are ceded. Only the 
Erivan district, about 15,000 square 
miles in extent, is retalned under Rus- 
sian control. In this territory live 1,- 
200,000 of the probably 2,500,000 Ar. 
menians. The district is organized as 
the Armenian soviet republic and, 
with the adjoining republics of Geor- 
gla and Azerbatjan, makes up the 
Transcaneasian Soctalist Federated 
Soviet republic, one of the “assoctated 
republics” of soviet Russta. 

The vague region of Armenta, like 
the spirit of its people, centers around 


a noble mountain known to all the 
world: Ararat, a thousand feet higher 
than Mont Blane. The tradition of 


Noah is a circumstantial story to the 
Armenians, They will show one the 
very spot where the ark grounded and 
they assert that this most impqetant 
debarkation point is still guarded by 
genii with flaming swords. To 
southeast of Ararat lles the town of 


Nakhichevan, meaning “first dwelling,” | 


which was founded, tradition has it, 
by Noah after he planted the first vine 
on the slopes of Ararat. Besides its re- 
ligious and traditional — significance, 
Ararat is a gigantic political marker, 
It is a common “corner” of Russia, 
Persia and Turkey,

GOOD THINGS WE MAY ENJOY 

Liver is a dish which most families 
serve “once in a while,” but usually 
fried. Try this 
method of the 
Italian woman: 
Slice the liver as 
for frying and 
cook at a_sim- 
mering tempera- 
ture for 15 to 20 
minutes in salted 
water. Wrain und chop fine, mix with 
a tablespoonful of chopped onion (or 
a clove of garlic is delicious if you 
are trained to appreciate it), salt and 
pepper to taste. Into the bottom of 
a casserole place a half cupful of well- 
washed rice, spread over this one 
chopped carrot, then the liver and tke 
liquor in which it was cooked; there 
should be two cupfuls; two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter are then spread over the 
contents of the dish and bake for suf- 
ficient time to cook the rice. Just be- 
fore taking from the oven add one- 
half cupful of cream and a tablespoon- 
ful of parsley sprinkled over the top. 
Remove the cover and let stand in the 
oven for five minutes, then serve. 

Beef and Barley Stew.—Take two 
cupfuls of barley, wash and cover 
with four cupfuls of boiling water and 
soak three hours. Turn the barley and 
water into a casserole, add one pound 
of beef cut in serving-sized pieces, one 
carrot and one onion» finely sliced. 
Season with salt and paprika, cover 
and bake four hours. 

Cornish Pasty.—Make a good, rich 
biscuit dough, roll half an inch thick 
and line a deep pie pan—the size of 
the family will determine the amount 
of meat and vegetables needed for the 
meal, Into the pastry-lined dish place 
half-inch cubes of round steak with 
plenty of fat or suet, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper, cover with a layer of 
sliced potatoes, a few slices of turnip 
or rutabaga, an onion or two, season 
well, cover with a top crust, making 
vents for the steam, adding a table- 
spoonful of water, or none at all if 
the vegetables are fresh and full of 
water, and bake slowly for two hours. 
When the vegetables are tender re- 
move from the oven and wrap the 
pasty with a large cloth to steam for 
ten to fifteen minutes; the steam flav- 
ors the crust making it much more pal- 
atable. 

Apples in Maple Sirup.—Cut eight 
apples into halves and remove the 
cores, put into a saucepan with one 
cupful of maple sirup, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, one and one-half 
cupfuls of water. Bake until the sirup 
{s thick. Serve cold with whipped 
cream. Pears are delicious baked in 
this way using lemon juice, butter 
and sugar Instead of the sirup.

SPRING VEGETABLES 
Perhaps there is some vegetable bet- 
ter than tender well-cooked asparagus, 
dressed with a generous 
allowance of butter, per- 
fectly seasoned and hot, 
on crisp’ well-buttered 
toast; if so It may be a 
dish of tender sweet 
green peas simmered to 
the ‘nth degree of delect- 
ability and buttered lav- 
ishly; both are dishes 
fit for the epicure, and he who des 
not enjoy them is indeed hard to suit. 
Asparagus Soup.—Cook two cupfuls 
of asparagus in three cupfuls of water; 
when tender rub through a puree 
strainer, add one pint of white sauce, 
using two cupfuls of milk thickened 
with two tabdlespoonfuls each of but- 
ter and flour well-cooked together; sea- 
son with one and one-half teaspoonfuls 
of salt, a few dashes of cayenne and 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of white 
pepper, with a teaspoonful of sugar. 
Boil up once and serve with a spoon- 
ful of whipped cream on top of each 
cup and with crisp, thinly-shaved 
bread well-browned in the oven. 


Chicken Smothered in Asparagus.— 
Cook a fowl! until very tender and 
divide into eight pieces of serving size, 
Noll in seasoned flour and brown lght- 
ly in sweet fat. Make toast cut in 
good-sized rounds, butter them and lay 
in a shallow serving dish, place a 
piece of chicken on each round and 
surround with hot cooked asparagus 
which has been cut in half-inch lengths, 
Pour over all a hot white sauce to 
which beaten egg yolk has been added 
after taking from the fire. Stir rapidly 
to prevent curdling and garnish with 
toast points, 

Puree of Peas.—Boll four cupfuls of 
peas until tender in salted water with 
an onion, a bunch of parsley and two 
sprigs of mint. Rub through a colan- 
der and return to the fire, adding one 
eupful of strong stock; seasen wéth 
salt and pepper and one teaspoonful 
of sugar.

BATTERY REPAIR 
VERY IMPORTANT 


Little Black Box Filled With 
Magic Works in a Most 
Mysterious Manner.

If ever you feel like patting yur- 
self on the back because you know 
how and why the carburetor carbu- 
rates, the clutch clutches, and so forth 
—if you are ever tempted to regard 
yourself as an authority just because 
you have driven and tinkered with 
motor cars since they first began to 
smoke—or if you ever get the idea 
that there isn’t anything about auto- 
mobiles that you don’t know, then con- 
sider your storage battery. 

Little Box of Magic. 

There, tucked away beneath the 
floor-boirds or front seat of your car, 
is a little black box filled with magic 
that works in a mysterious way. A 
marvelous thing is this battery—deli- 
cate as a child, yet strong enough to 
turn over the most powerful engine 
against its own compression; as diffi- 
cult to understand as a woman, as 
sensitive as a wife, everlastingly eat- 
ing its, heart out. Treat it intelll- 
gently and it reciprocates with faith- 
ful service; neglect it and it retaliates 
with slow but certain vengeance, but 
like the mule, it takes a surprising 
amount of abuse before it quits. 


For the benefit of those motorists 
who take pride in well-groomed cars I 


suggest a few things necessary to get 
the best results from the battery. 

The ammeter is the pulse of the eiec- 
trical system and it should be care 
fully watched to see if the battery is 
charging or discharging properly. 

Test the battery with the hydrom- 
eter at least once a week. Make post- 
tive that your hydrometer is accurate. 
If it isn't buy a new one immediately. 
Your battery's good health is at stake. 

Add enough distilled water once a 
week to keep the electrolyte over the 
plates. Not too much or the fluid will 
bubble out and eat its way down the 
wood container. 

Never leave the switch on when the 
engine is not running. 

Prevent Short Circuits, 

Prevent short circuits by watching 
for worn places in the insulation and 
taping them when discovered. Never 
or other piece of metal 
across the battery terminals, These 
should be kept tight and free from cor- 
rosion (sulphate). 

If a greenish substance forms around 
terminals, clean and dry the parts 
thoroughly, replace securely and cover 
them with cup grease to prevent the 
acid from climbing up the posts and 
causing more trouble. 

Never fill the battery with water to 
too high a level. The water will tend 
to work through the top, starting cor- 
rosion of the terminals and quick de 
struction of the wooden box. 

If electrolyte is needed, never add It 
yourself but consult the battery man 
at the service station. 

Practically the only repair that is 
safe for the car owner to make on his 
storage battery is patching up the 
pitch insulator which protects the cells 
at the top. When this becomes broken 
or damaged in any way the hole may 
be filled and smoothed over by melting 
pitch and applying it while hot with 
a wide-bladed knife. For all other re 
pairs the battery must be taken to 
the expert at the regular battery 
service station. 

Keep the cells filled with distilled 
water up to the proper point; keep 
the battery properly charged so that 
the specific gravity as measured with 


the hydrometer is at, or close to 1,250. | 


Bear in mind that when the specific 
gravity drops to 1.15 your battery Is 
very, very ill and needs expert atten 
tion immediately. And, most of 
watch the water.

BENT RIMS CAUSE OF 
TROUBLE IN CASINGS 


Motorists Advised to Watch Both 
Tires and Carriers. 


Bent rims are a direct cause of rim 
cuts, of tires blowing from the rim and 
of the breaking of the wire cables at 
the base of the tire. Oftentimes mo- 
torists cannot understand why tires 
should blow when they are driving 
along slowly. The facts of the case 
are that the overstrained carcass has 
reached the limit of its endurance from 
previous abuse and has given away. 

Many motorists, were they to ex- 
amine the wheels on their cars, would 
be surprised to notice that their rims 
are bent along the edges. These bent 
rim flanges are ordinarily little thought 
of, yet they cause a good percentage of 
tire trouble. 

When the wheel hits a frog, or a 
switch of a street car track, or a hole 
in the road, there is a tendency to 
flatten the rim, especially if the tire 
is underinflated. The rim’s support, 
however, is essential to the life of a 
tire. If it is bent so that it does not 
fit the tire and allows the side walls 
to bulge, the motorist may know that 
trouble is to be expected unless he 
takes immediate precautions. 

By truing-up their rims, motorists 
may prevent much tire trouble. And 
half the pleasure of motoring is free- 
dom from this trouble. A good rule to 
follow is to have both tires and rims 
inspected fortnightly. When rim 
trouble is found, {t may usually be cor- 
rected by careful tupping with a ball 
hammer. 


AVOID ALL CHEAP PADLOCKS 


Does Not Pay Car Owner to Try to 
Protect Spare Tires With In- 
expensive Devices. 

Tires are pretty expensive things to 
trust to cheap padlocks. To the av- 
erage person of honest proclivities, a 
padlock is a padlock, and that is all 
there is to it. But the crook, the kind 
of Individual who gets away with your 
spare tires when you leave the car 
standing on the street even for a 
short time, all padlocks are not pad- 

locks. Some are easy picking. 

The point we are making is that It 
does not pay to use a cheap lock to 
protect the spares, Get a good lever 
lock which will not open when gently 
tapped by the experienced lock ma- 
nipulator. The kind of padlock that 
is acquired for the equivalent of a 
couple of carfares is not the kind to 
use as a guardian for anything so ex- 
pensive as an automobile tire. This 
is a case where economy and cheap 
ness do not go hand in hand.—Motor 
Life.

OUR LARGEST CAVE 


Reseseseuseenesseseaneni

In 1881 a man passing over a hole in 
the ground had his hat shot off by a 
sudden gust of air. History fails to 
record how far he ran or how fast. 
When he stopped and recovered his 
senses he told others of this unexpect- 
ed and exciting experience. A party 
accompanied him back to the spot and 
Wind Cave, one of the wonders of our 
West, a few miles north of the town 
of Hot Springs in the southwestern 
corner of South Dakota, was dis- 
covered, 

Although not all of this cave has 
been as yet explored, that portion 
which has been trod by man comprises 
a larger area than that ocupied by any 
other known cave in America. The ex- 
plored portion comprises about one 
hundred miles of passageways and sev- 
eral hundred rooms or chambers. No 
outlet has been discovered; therefore, 
the end is as much a mystery aa 
ever. . 

Aside from an occasional trickle 
down some wall, there is an unusual 
absence of water in this cave. 
temperature is a pleasant medium as 
caves go, neither too warm nor too 
cold. A pecullfar feature which scien- 
tists seem unable to solve to their 
satisfaction is that of the shifting of 
the movements of air through this 
cave. At times the trend of the air 
at the entrance is outward and then 
again it is inward, 


While it is anticipated that ulti- 
mately many different routes through 
this underground cavern will be avail- 
able to visitors, three only have been 
opened up to this time. The longest 
of these routes includes some seventy- 
five rooms and about six hours are re- 
quired to make the circuit. 


The names bequeathed to the vari- 
ous chambers or rooms are characteris- 
tic of the predominating feature of 
each. There’s the Post Office, where 
most visitors endeavor to find wall 
space for their cards; the Bride's 
Chamber, the Garden of Eden, Dante’s 
Inferno, the Opera House, the Cross 
Roads, the Fair Grounds and so on. 
These rooms differ widely both as to 
size and formation. The Fair Grounds 
is reputed to be the world’s largest 
underground cavern, being upwards of 
an acre in extent. 

These rooms are arranged in parallel 
tiers and are also stacked in layers. 
This latter arrangement on so vast a 
scale as here in evidence is decidedly 
unusual in cave architecture. The long 
and short of it is that thts cave takes 
on a resemblance to an eight-story un- 
derground office building. 

This cave was created a national 
park in 1903 and is open to tourists 
throughout the year.

THE NIAGARA OF OUR NORTH-

In the mountains of the Cascade 
range, southeast of the city of Seattle, 
in the state of Washington, three rol- 
licking streams, born of melted snow, 
tumbling from the heights ubove, run 
together and form one larger stream, 
This broader, deeper stream, the Sne- 
qualmie river, meanders along through 
peaceful valleys, fringed by heavily- 
timbered lands, presses onward between 
great hills which threaten to stop ita 
course and then, all of a sudden, im the 
midst of surroundings of great beauty, 
flows over a sharp ledge and pours 
down gracefully into a deeply-carved 
gorge 270 feet below. 

For centuries this nature-made spec- 
tacle, unknown, played its part in the 
general scheme of the universe. Even 
to this day it is practically unheard of 
nationally and is sought out by but a 
very few of the thousands of well-in- 
tentioned folks who, Intent upon 
broadening their horizon of informa- 
tion and getting acquainted with their 
own country, journey across the contl- 
nent to see what the other side is like. 
But the remarkable phenomenon of a 
river, hidden away arzid the forests 
and mountains, deliberately dropping 
a straight 270 feet, and then continu- 
ing on Its way to the sea, was des- 
tined to and did, eventually, come into 
its own as the development of our wa- 
ter-power resources began to claim at- 
tention. 

The enormous potential power rep- 
resented in this great waterfall de 
served and received recognition. En- 
gineers set to work to compel this 
falling water to end its wasteful and 
meaningless career and turn its energy 
to useful pursults. And so it came to 
pass that an electrical generating plant

vided for each 10,000 of population 
during 1922, according to heretofore 
unpublished figures compiled by the 
United States Department of Labor.

During 1922 in Los Angeles there 
were 28,033 new families accommo- 
dated in new buildings, making the 
ratio for each 10,000 of population 
486.1 families. Long Beach, although 
of much smaller population, accord- 
ing to the figures, provided 7061 new 
families with homes, or a ratio of 
1270.1 families per 10,000. Pasadena 
with 1225 families accommodated, 
showed a ratio of 270, while San 
Diego showed a ratio of 254.

UR National Parks, 1922-23! These 
two years are beyond question the 
most momentous in the history of 
the system since the creation of 
the Yellowstone—the first national 
park in the world—which celebrated 
its semi-centennial last summer. 

The biggest thing of all is that the 
American people have within these 
two years seized upon the national 
parks as a part of their conception of the great- 
ness of America. The plain people now feel to- 
ward their public playgrounds somewhat as they 
feel toward Old Glory—‘Hands off!” They pas- 
sionately desire to defend them and keep them in- 
violate. That is why the people won a series of 
brilliant victories in the Sixty-seventh congress 
against the organized assaults of industrial and 
commercial private interests. That is why, under 
the leadership of the National Parks association, 
the General Federation of Women’s clubs and 
scores of nation-wide organizations all of one mind 
as to the national parks, they have developed 
strength to see that congress shall legislate wisely 
for their playgrounds. 

Other things that make these two years momen- 
tous are these: 1922 was a record season in at- 
tendance; 1923 will undoubtedly set a new record 
far in advance. The appropriations for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 are larger than ever before 
and provide for many permanent improvements. 

Dr. Hubert Work is now secretary of the interior 
in place of Albert B. Fall, resigned. That is a 
factor in the situation second to none in impor 
tance from the viewpoint of the national park en- 
thusiasts. The secretary of the Interior is ex-of- 
ficio boss of the national park service, has the say- 
so with Director Mather and is subject only to 
the nod of the president and the fussing of con- 
gress. The National Parks association makes no 
bones of saying in point that it is glad of the 
change in secretaries. Secretary Fall was a good 
friend of outdoor recreation, it says, but he un- 
dertook to change the national park policy into 
one which would turn the system into an aggrega- 
tion of hundreds of little camping grounds. “Wher- 
ever I can find a pleasant place for local people 
to go and camp,” he said, “there I shall have a 
national park.” 

Now, the late Franklin K. Lane in 1918 estab- 
lished the national park policy thus: “In study- 
ing new park projects you should seek to find 
‘scenery of supreme and distinctive quality or 
some natural feature so extraordinary or unique 
as to be of national interest and importance.’. . . 
The national park system as now constituted 
should not be lowered in standard, dignity and 
prestige by the inclusion of areas which express 
in less than the highest terms the particular class 
or kind of exhibit which they represent.” 

The new secretary has made no official an- 
nouncement about his policy at this writing, but he 
knows his way around in politics and he saw what 
the army of enthusiasts did to Secretary Fall. Cer- 
tain it is that he stands for efficiency as surely as 
his last name is Work. He proved that as post- 
master general. For the rest, be is a Coloradoan 
who won fame and fortune as a doctor of medi- 
cine, a college graduate and a man of affairs, 
Here, in part, is his public statement of his atti- 
tude toward the problems of his department : 





I believe that the work done and the problems con- 
fronting the government should be placed frankly 
before the people. . . So in the conduct of the 
Department of the Interior there shall be no sub- 
merged or carfiouflaged policies, no issues tucked 
away behind smoke screens, but an open and frank 
exposition of all actions deemed essential to the 
public interest, 


And here is Secretary Work’s official invitation 
to us to visit the national parks this summer— 
marx the second sentence!: 


With a lavish hand nature has molded through- 
out our land the most magnificent and awe-inspir- 
ing scenery, surpassing in beauty and grandeur 
that offered by any foreign country. These spots-— 
our national parks—-have been set aside by the 
American government to be maintained untouched 
by the inroads of modern civilization so that you 
and your children may enjoy them Roads have 
been built through deep-cut canyons, across tow- 


erin mountain ranges, beside rippling streams 
filled with fighting trout, and into primal forests 
Hotels and camps have been erected to provide

been provided for those who wish to bring their 
own equipment and camp out. These unspoiled 
bits of native America are for you. They are the 
Playgrounds and the recreation parks of the peo- 
ple. To visit them and see them is to inspire pride 
and make more real your love for America. In the 
name of the government I invite you to be its 
guest. 

Director Stephen T. Mather of the national park 
service is still on the job—another factor whose 
importance can hardly be overestimated from the 
viewpoint of the national park enthusiast. For 
beyond question Director Mather is a rara avis, 
He’s rich, can take the time from his private bust- 
ness and fs so fond of the national parks that he 
worries himself half-sick over them. His salary 
is a small part of what he gives to the parks each 
year. He certainly has accomplished a lot in his 
eight vears of service. Even in the most acrimonl- 
ous debates in congress, somebody usually takes oc- 
easion to pay him a compliment, generally refer- 
ring to him as “the highest type of public servant.” 

The Sixty-seventh congress (March 4, 1921 to 
March 38, 1923) wag practically one continuous bat- 
tle ground. A victory for the national park forces 
with far-reaching results was that in the fight over 
the bill for the All-Year National park in and about 
the Mescalero Indian reservation in New Mexico. 
Senator Bursum of New Mexico got it through the 
senate. In the house Secretary Fall got it referred 
to the Indian Affairs committee instead of the 
public lands committee and in person supported it 
at the committee hearing. The proposed area, ac- 
cording to its opponents, was everything that a 
national park ought not to be; even New Mexico 
rose in revolt against it. The bill died in commit- 
tee und is said to be too dead to be resuscitated. 

Another exceedingly important victory was the 
defeat of the bill of Senator Walsh of Montana 
for the damming of Yellowstone lake for commer- 
cial irrigation purposes, 
ized congress and made speeches in Montana for 
the bill. The result was the election of a con- 
servation Montana congressman over a dam par- 
tisan and the death of the bill in committee. 

The battle over the Barbour bill for the Roose 
velt-Sequoia National park (an enlarged Se 
quoia) ended in a draw, with the national park 
forces holding the advantage. They forced Bar 
bour to amend his bill by inserting a clause ex- 
ermpting the park from the control of the water- 
power commission, The Los Angeles-Southern Cal- 
{fornia Edison company interests through the late 
Representative Osborne notice that they 
would offer a water-power amendinent. “Congres- 
sionsl courtesy” prevented a vote, owing to the 
iliness and death of Representative Osborne. 

The Slemp bill, for an Appalachian national park 
of 5,000 acres of mountain top to be donated to the 
government, Was approved by Secretary Fall. It 
was fought by the national park forces on the 
ground that the area was unst itable. The bill died 
in committee. 

So far, so good, say the national park forces, 
but there Is yet a still bigger battle to be won— 
the complete safeguarding in perpetuity of all na- 
tional parks against every economical and com- 
mercial use of whatever kind. The American As 
sociation for the Advancement of Science passed 
a resolution defining the issue at its last meeting 
in Washington. This organization {s international, 
has 12,000 members in the United States and Can- 
ada and at its head is Dr. Charles D. Walcott, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Smithsonian Institution. 
The preamble sets forth that the national parks of

the United States constitute a system of “National 
Museums of Native America”; that the combined 
national park systems of the United States and 
Canada if preserved untouched will constitute an 
“unique continental exposition of inestimable value 
to science and to the popular education of future 
generations”; that at the option of a single gov- 
ernment official several of the American parks and 
all but one of the Canadian parks are open to min- 
ing and grazing; that the control of water-power in 
the future American parks has been recently sur- 
rendered by congress to the water-power commis- 
sion, and that interference with the natural con- 
dition of these parks will destroy their usefulness 
to science and education. The resolution calls 
upon the people of America and Canada “to secure 
such amendments of existing Iaw and the enact- 
ment of such new laws as will give to all unite in 
the international parks system complete conserva- 
tion alike and will safeguard them against every 
industrial use either under private or public con- 
trol at least until careful study shall justify the 
elimination of any part from park classification.” 

The General Federation of Women's Clubs 
passed a resolution to the same effect at its recent 
mid-biennial council at Atlanta. 

The national park appropriations for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 aggregate an increase of 
$248,210 over those of the current year, In the 
table that follows the first column of dollars con- 
tains the sums set apart for administration, main- 
tenance and protection; the second the sums for 
permanent improvements; the third the total ap- 
propriations for the several parks. The fourth 
column shows the attendance at each park for the 
calendar year of 1922.

Bird banding is a novel “good turn” | 
that Livingston (Mont.) scouts are ren- |

“The scouts have been catching | 
birds of varieus varieties in a little 
sparrow trap, inveigling them with 


bits of chopped meat or a handful of | 
grain,” says the Livingston Enterprise, | 
“and, after encircling their tiny legs | 
with equally tiny aluminum bands, | 
they have set them free again. | 
“The bands are procured from the! 
government. When a bird ts banded, 
the data is sent to Washingeton—the 
number, the variety of the bird and the | 
date of banding. These records are | 
filed and if, for instance, one of these | 
birds ts found in Florida, or Canada, | 
the number is sent in to Washington 
and the Montana station Is notified, 
“In this way the flight of birds, and | 
often their age, may be discovered, It 
ean be learned whether the same birds 
come back to the same place year after | 
year, etc.” |
